MANY MORE PETITIONS 
IFOR KINZUA DAM 
The activities of Seneca Indian 


I representatives and spokesmen for 
some Kinzua residents have been 
[given 
sufficient 
space 
in 
some 
papers to alarm many in this area 
who had come to believe that at last 
they were to have relief from costly 
floods through the construction of a 
dam up the river from W arren. The 
result is an inpouring of additional 
petitions which urge Washington to 
continue its plans to build the pro­ 
jectiv e dam. 
We have had telephone calls from 
[perturbed proponents of the dam, 
usually asking what they can do to 
counteract these efforts to stop its 
construction. Though we tend to 
doubt that this normal sentimentality 
will produce arguments that will 
change the overall plan to control the 
Allegheny w aters, no harm will be 
done if you write your senators and 
congressman and assure them that 
the m ajority of their constituents in 


I this area want the dam. 
Much of the current reaction is 


I typical of what occurs in m ost are as 
when m ajor projects of this nature 
are planned. Those who will lose 
their homes and will see fam iliar 
acres covered with water are apt 
to provide the local and popular 
front for the opposition, an oppo­ 
sition whose m ajor influence usu­ 
ally stem s from utility interests. 
Naturally they prefer to have it 
appear to be anything but utility 
[dissatisfaction. 
The arguments used to support 
[the diversion proposal are obvious­ 
ly unfounded. We are quite certain 
that if such a plan were to be map­ 
ped by the engineers and such a 
proposal made to congress for its 
approval, the thousands of people 
between the Allegheny and Lake 
E rie who would be inconvenienced 
by flooded lands, diked towns, and 
other n ecessary changes wouldhave 
even m ore to say than has been the 
lease with the Indians and Kinzua. 
It has been hinted in several a m ­ 
id e s on the subject that the diver­ 
sion canal and its six dams could 
provide electric power. If you can 
obtain electric power from the stor­ 
age of water that is obtained by ac­ 
cumulating a fraction of the flood 
waters, how much more power could 
you develop by storing all of the 
I flood in one large dam? 
It has been estim ated by engi­ 
n e e rs that such a canal would divert 
20,000 cubic feet per second. But 
our flood runs over 75,000 cubic 
feet per second and flood damage 
starts at 36,000 cubic feet. Floods 
would not be completely stopped 
and damage still would result if we 
[depended on a diversion canal. 
Even a large dam would not store 
I enough water to provide a year- 
round flow sufficient to develop elec­ 
tricity. It would need augmenting by 
coal and steam . If this is true of the 
large Kinzua dam, how much m ore 
(would it be true of a lake filled with 
i but a fraction of our flood w aters? 
There has been talk of mud-soaked 
banks. But we hear nothing about the 
soggy m ess which would be left 
I throughout the canal system after 
the excess flood waters had been run 
I off and had seeped away.

THE REAL PROBLEM 
The crux of this m atter is not the 
engineering or the method. The an­ 
swer will be found in the determ ina­ 
tion of the Indians’ rights. T his is a 
matter which should have been set­ 
tled years ago when the legislation 
was first passed and before a siz e ­ 
able expenditure had been made on 
tests and studies. 
But government officials appar­ 
ently are convinced that Indian land 
is no different than that belonging to 
others. When the best interests of 
the public are concerned, land can 
be taken and compensation paid. 
However, until the last legal de­ 
cision has been announced in this 
case, we, as laymen, will not know 
what to expect. We only can guess. 
It is this layman’s opinion that 
the sovereignty of areas within our

national boundaries are no m ore than 
a tool in the hands of many who would 
oppose advancements along lines 
which might take away powers and 
benefits to a favored few and to the 
politicians. We are an expanding 
and growing nation. And if we are 
to progress we must set aside the 
provincial 
thinking of the horsey 
days.

MORE PETITIONS 
Meanwhile, those who have suf­ 
fered m ajor lo sses in past floods, 
those whose lives have been threat­ 
ened by the high w aters, those who 
own property in lowlands which has 
little value until the waters are con­ 
trolled, and those who want suffi­ 
cient water in the late sum m er and 
early fall to assu re a healthy con­ 
dition along the stream , are contin­ 
uing to add their nam es to petitions 
favoring the dam. 


Another batch of these is about 
to be mailed, and the current agi­ 
tation stirred by the diversion ad­ 
vocates probably will result in r e ­ 
newed efforts by dam supporters 
to convince Washington officials that

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DRAMA - TV - RADIO 
MUSIC - READING - HOBBIES Kj 
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TELEVISION BUMPS INTO 
READING AND RADIO 
We do not waste much time watch-t 
ing television and during those weak 
moments when we sit through sev­ 
eral hours of it, out of courtesy or 
curiosity, we always are puzzled 
how the public can tolerate such a 
boring and unta sty sequence of tripe. 
Television apparently is convinced 
that it must fill every waking hour, 
and add a few, with pictures of some 
kind. 
ABC is proving our point with a 
few key programs that are stealing 
the ratings away from old NBC and 
CBS steadies. Radio also is proving 
it by doing a major comeback. Net­ 
work profits are growing despite 
television, and the advertising agen­ 
cies are beginning to demand a re ­ 
duction in television rates on the 
basis of less viewers per program, 
thanks to the growth of ABC attrac­ 
tions and the return of radio. 
Sports coverage also is one of 
our 
pet peeves with 
television, 
though radio is just as bad and many 
area newspapers which puff their 
coverage with loud solicitor voices 
fail to provide us with really late 
news. During the match game bowl­ 
ing championship which was con­ 
cluded Sunday night, many radio and 
television programs failed to give 
you a daily report of the develop­ 
ments. 
This tournament can be compared 
with the open in golf, the world se r­ 
ies in baseball, the Davis Cup in 
tennis, and the bowl games in foot­ 
ball. Yet our sports announcers and 
writers went to sleep. One television 
sports announcer spent a share of 
his program showing wrestling film 
in which two men used another as a 
battering ram to butt a fourth in 
the stomach. Real sportsmanship! 
But the leading bowling tournament 
of the year went unreported. 
Not long ago we attempted to watch 
a late movie on television. In one 
half hour there were at least four 
commercial breaks, and in each one 
we watched two commercials. The 
show was good, but not that good. 
We went to bed, and the sponsors 
burned themselves out of a cus­ 
tomer. 
We suggest that television could 
stave off the counter-attack of radio 
if it would get over the idea that it 
has to soap opera its screen from 
morning to night. Why not some good 
music during the middle hours of 
morning and afternoon when work is 
the prime prerequisite of most view­ 
ers? In this way they would not lose 
the viewers who could keep tuned in 
while doing their work instead of 
dialing in radio for that accommo­ 
dation. 
Quality programs in less hours 
of programming would have a much 
better chance of holding the audi­ 
ence. And there might be less fear 
of pay television, the answer to 
which is simple enough. If the public 
wants pay tv it should have it. 
If we believe in competition as we 
boast so loudly, why not compete? 
We are sure that commercials woulc 
change radically if good movies were 


3iped into our homes to compete with 
the so-called " fre e ” entertainment 
through which we suffer today. 
* * * 


ENTER READING 
Those who can find a quiet room 
are good prospects for the future of 
reading. It is amazing that reading 
has held up at all and the circulation 
figures of our major magazine and 
newspapers are an encouraging sign. 
Some have suggested that library 
service should not be provided in 
the county because people are not 
reading as much as they did. We 
can think of no better reason for 
free libraries. If they were impor­ 
tant in the past for the purpose of 
encouraging reading, why are they 
not even more important today? 
We also have been told that some 
want the Warren library to super­ 
vise the county service. This would 
be a mistake, and anyone can easily 
find out why by studying the annual 
reports of the librarians. They r e ­ 
veal every year that the Warren li­ 
brary lacks money and staff even to 
do an adequate job for its own com­ 
munity. Adding! 10,000 to its $41,000 
budget for the purpose of serving- 
three times as many people would 
not be practical. 
A county library should be oper­ 
ated by a board of its own, and it 
should be a board 
completely in­ 
dependent of the Warren organiza­ 
tion. Cooperation between the two 
services would, of course, be an 


asset for all concerned. 
Reading is a major part of ed­ 
ucation, both during school and in 
post-school life. The only way we 
can compete with comic books, tele­ 
vision, and other distractions for the 
minds of our citizens is by making 
good books available, and in a way 
that will encourage their use. That 
is best done by a public free library, 
operated by personnel fully trained 
for a major responsibility of this 
nature. 
* * * 
AND THE PRESS 
Meanwhile the press finds itself, 
being pushed a bit. Not only is it 
competing with many other med­ 
iums, but it also is having cost 
problems. Newspapers may go to 
fifteen cents if costs continue to 
climb, and when you compare a 
metropolitan daily with magazines 
you find that in twenty-four hours 
it is providing more reading, fea­ 
tures, and pictures than most mag 
azines do in a week or in a month. 
Electronics and photography are 
playing a growing part in the equip­ 
ment that is being designed to pub 
lish tomorrow’s paper. Du Pont 
now has a special research depart­ 
ment which is experimenting with 
new methods of printing. The un 
wieldly stereotype is very close to 
being obsolete, and the setting of 
type by line-casting machines al­ 
ready is lugubriously show by com­ 
parison 
with 
electric 
machines 
which can produce fifteen lines 
minute. 
New presses, new plates, andnew 
composing machines will revolu­ 
tionize the newspaper business in 
the next five or ten years. Those 
now equipped with letterpress ma­ 
chinery will be forced to spend 
much, either for adaptation or for 
replacements. The race to reach 
people’s minds is zooming.

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THE COMPENSATION RATE for 
Warren county’s treasurer hasbeen 
established by Judge Alexander C. 
Flick, Jr. at the request of the cur­ 
rent office holder, Robert L. Ritchie. 
He will receive I 1/4 per cent of 
receipts, I 1/4 per cent of expendi­ 
tures, and 1/2 of one per cent of 
expenditures for the assessing job 
that now is being done. 
The 1957 
budget 
would 
y i e l d 
him about 
$16,300. 
The net earnings of the treasurer 
under this set-up probably will range 
about $13,000, after he has paid his 
help a little over $5,000 and has 
received approximately $3,200 in 
compensation from the state. 
In reaching his decision, Judge 
Flick said, “ The record before the 
court shows not the slightest criti­ 
cism of the manner in which the 
business of the treasu rer's office 
is performed. M r. Ritchie is fortu­ 
nate in having as his employees 
two persons who, from long experi­ 
ence, are as capable and well quali­ 
fied as any who ever served the 
public in the office of county tre a s­ 
urer in this commonwealth or else­ 
where. 
“ The record also shows that the 
county 
com m issioners 
and the 
county auditors are conscienciously 
seeking to fulfill the duties of the 
respective offices to which they 
have been elected by the people of 
Warren county. 
The testimony of 
Mr. Crippen and the exhibits placed 
in evidence by the county solicitor 
show the serious concern given to 
the m atter of the county treasu rer's 
compensation. 
“ The court hopes that the study 
of the record, as shown in this 
opinion, may be of some help when 
these county officers are confronted 
with the same p r o b l e m s in the 
future.” 
The difference between the com­ 
pensation ordered by the court and 
that proposed by the commissioners 
is the lack of a ceiling. The com­ 
missioners proposed the same per­ 
centage, but suggested that after the 
figure reached $ 11,OOO the fee should 
change to 
1/4 of one per cent.

Pentagon Investigation 
May Spawn A President! 


By Doris Fleeson 


WASHINGTON. — S e c r e t a r y o f 
Defense Neil McElroy today stands 
on a splendid but peculiarly isolated 
eminence. 
The chances are over­ 
whelming that he will within a rela­ 
tively short time be a discredited 
man or a potential candidate for 
President. 
President Eisenhower at his press 
conference virtually shifted to Mc­ 
Elroy the responsibility for carrying 
out the President’s own stern de­ 
mands for a reorganization of the 
Pentagon. 
Congress is determined 
to have that and a new vision of 
space-age weapons and security as 
well. 
Congress began with a favorable 
im pression of the new Secretary, 
t did not respond warmly to his 
present decision to appoint a com­ 
m ittee to help him — a technique 
so frequently employed here in the 
last few years with inconsiderable 
results that it has spawned a whole 
new race of cynics. 
While the first members of M c­ 
Elroy’s committee are well re ­ 
garded — they are the first three 
chairmen of the Joint Chiefs of 
staff -- they are, in effect, being 
asked to investigate themselves. 
This fashion in probes rarely pro­ 
duces answers unfavorable to ex­ 
isting institutions. 
M cElroy’s 
authority to m a k e 
drastic changes at the Pentagon is 
moot. He will have to borrow the 
President’s power and he will have 
to justify him self to Congress. 
This week the Secretary break­ 
fasted with Chairman Richard B. 
Russell of the Senate Armed S er­ 
vices Committee in an apparent ef­ 
fort to get some idea of the score 
there. Russell in effect promised 
him that he’d get the tools but he 
must get on with the job. 
Russell can also be depended upon 
not to attempt to substitute for the 
executive branch. He simply doesn’t 
think Congress can run that end of 
the government and ought not to try. 
This fact McElroy can put among 
his assets, for Russell is the grey 
eminence 
of th e 
predominantly 
Southern leadership of the Senate. 
What the Secretary can expect is 
unrelenting Congressional pressure 
on him for decisions of every kind. 
Congress does not intend to go back 
on the hustings next fall without 
plenty of evidence that it built a 
fire under the Pentagon to make it 
straighten out its affairs and over­ 
take the Russians. This is a simple 
m atter of the m em bers’ own su r­ 
vival; if friendly politicians have 
not made that perfectly plain to 
McElroy, they should certainly do 
so. 
M cElroy’s greatest testw ill come 
when the teams of scientists working 
under Dr. Jam es Killian, the P re s ­ 
ident’s scientific adviser, bring back 
the fruits of their travels among the 
nation’s biggest laboratories and 
m issile factories. 
The scientists 
were assigned a double task: 
To 
find out how to catch up to the 
Russians right now and discover 
what weapons are in prospect with 
which they can be surpassed. 
It is almost a foregone conclusion 
that what they report will mean the 
spending of a great deal of money 
and demand prodigious risk-taking. 
At that point, Dr. Killian and M c­ 
Elroy face the job of interpreting 
the report to the President and 
charting the necessary next steps. 
Incidentally, Congressional contacts 
are quite sufficient to ascertain, 
as they did with the Gaither report, 
what the scientists will have to say.

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GOP Strategy Wi 
Blame Truman

WASHINGTON. — Republican o r­ 
ators around the country, working 
hard with statistics and quotations 
supplied by the Republican National 
Committee, were out to prove last 
night that the blame for the lag in 
the development of m issiles rests 
squarely on H arry S. Truman. 
The same figures and the same 
quotations appeared in most of the 
speeches released in advance. And 
the theme, which will be heard again 
and again and again as the Con­ 
gressional campaign approaches, is 
that the Eisenhower Adminstration 
has done everythingpossible to make 
up for the delay and indifference of 
the Truman Adminstration. 
In short, on the perilous issue of 
the nation’s security we seem likely 
to get this fail an old-fashioned pot 
and kettle contest as to which is the 
blacker. 
It is not a prospect that 
holds out any conspicuous hope for 
unity on what must be done to catch 
up with Soviet Russia’s lead. 
The figures used in a number of 
the speeches delivered on the fifth 
anniversary of the President’s first 
inauguration were intended, as Sec­ 
retary of Commerce SinclairW eeks 
put it at a Republican fund-raising 
dinner in Tulsa, Okla., to “ curl your 
h air.” 
From 1943 through 1952, 
$3,500,000 was spent on long-range 
ballistic m issiles, while from 1953 
through 1958 more than $3.5 billion 
was spent. 
The quotation used by speaker 
after speaker is by W ehm er von 
Braun, m issile authority who dir­ 
ected the development of the Army’s 
Jupiter m issile at the Redstone 
Arsenal in Alabama. Von Braun is 
quoted as having said in answer to 
a question as to why Russia leads 
in outer space: 
“ The main reason is that the 
United States had no ballistic m is­ 
sile program worth mentioning be­ 
tween 1945 and 1951. 
These six 
years, during which the Russians 
obviously laid the groundwork for 
their large rocket program, are 
irretrievably lost." 
But with the zeal that might have 
been expected from the man closest 
to the President and perhaps the 
m ost dedicated worker in the Ad­ 
m inistration, Sherman Adams goes 
farther than the others. In his din­ 
n er speech at Minneapolis he took 
the whole litany of denunciation, 
blaming the Democrats for the “ m il­ 


itary catastrophe” of PearlH arbor, 
"the Red invasion of K orea,’’ “ the 
plight of our defenses when the in­ 
vasion began,” “ the handcuffs put 
upon our conduct of that w ar,” the 
tragic loss of China” and the 
“ surrender of positions of freedom 
throughout the world” . 
In other words, the assistant to 
the President blames the Demo­ 
crats for everything that happened 
while the Democratic party was in 
control Of the national Adm instra­ 
tion, and that is standard political 
practice. 
But if this is to be the 
rule, then a Republican A dm instra­ 
tion that happens to be in power 
when the m issile lag came to pub­ 
lic notice -- regardless of where the 
fault really lies --w ill get the blame 
for it. 
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Adams, however, supplies a lead 
that, when all the slambanging over 
who did or didn’t do what on m is­ 
siles is over, will very likely set 
the tone of the Republican campaign 
this fall. He hails President Eisen­ 
hower as one who m ore than any 
other man in our time can achieve 
a genuine peace and “ save human­ 
ity from the holocaust of nuclear 
_ I • 
war. 
Other speakers took the familiar 
line out of the campaigns of 1952, 
1954 and 1956 to add up the casual­ 
ties of World War II and Korea — 
462,000 of ou r‘sons killed, 744,000 
wounded in wars u n d e r ‘‘Democrat 
Adm instrations.” 
In other words, 
the Republican party is once again 
to be represented as the party of 
peace and the Democatic party as 
the party of war. 


Speaking in Yakima, Wash., Sec-I 
retary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson said in his prepared text,! 
We are not lost in the abyss of 
a bloody, hopeless war which neither 
side could win, as we were only five! 
years ago.” 
He did add, 
Whilel 
some international problems remain 
unsolved, we must always rem em ­ 
ber the vast differences between a 
shooting war and shooting satel­ 
lites.” 
And for the benefit of the 
farm ers he said that no one should 
be m isled by farm statistics “ based!

This same strategy did not work 
in 1954, although the national com -J 
mittee spent large sums in several 
states to blanket radio and te le -1 
vision outlets with spot advertise­ 
ments of “ Democrat” wars and 
“ Dem ocrat” casualties. 
Perhaps 
this time, against a greater longing| 
for peace and an end of tensions, 
it will do the job.

The domesticated animals with 
rabies were five dogs, two cats,
